guilty of 
campaign 
finance act

‘A jury deliberated about 45 minutes on 
Friday before finding former Grayling City 
Manager David A. Thayer guilty of violat- 
ing a State campaign finance law. 

The six-panel jury found Thayer guilty of 
violating provisions of the Michigan 
Campaign Finance Act. 

At issue at the trial was whether Thayer 
used a city computer in his office at the 
Grayling City Hall to e-mail former 
Grayling City Council Member Tom 
Wellman. The attachment to the e-mail, 
sent on Sept. 11, 2009, included statements 
Wellman used in a campaign brochure for 
his bid for re-election. 

Grayling Attorney David Sabin, who 
served as a special prosecutor for Crawford 
County, claimed Thayer processed the 
information in an attempt to sway the elec- 
tion and maintain a majority vote on the 
city council when votes regarding his 
employment status and personnel issues 
were addressed. 

‘During testimony, Thayer said he and 
Wellman became friends during his tenure 
with the city. He added that they had coffee, 
ate breakfast, hunted and fished together. 

Thayer said Wellman approached him to 
review information he was going to use to 
promote his reelection to the city council. 
Thayer classified that it was a “nasty elec- 
tion” and Wellman did not believe he would 
retain his seat. He encouraged Wellman to 
promote achievements made by the city 
while he served on the council and goals he 
would like to reach with another term.

County board sets public hearing for ORV route input

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners is slated to tweak its 
ORV ordinance for the upcoming 
season. 

The county board scheduled a 
public hearing, which will be held at 
10 a.m. on Wednesday, Feb. 19 at 
the Crawford County Courthouse, to 
take input on which roads should be 
closed or opened for the county’s 
ORV's ordinance. 

Last year, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners voted to 
open up all county roads to ORV 
and ATV travel 365 days a year, 24 
hours a day and seven days a week 
unless a request was made to keep 
the roads closed from the City of 
Grayling, the townships in the coun- 
ty or the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. 


When the ordinance was initially 
adopted in 2009, ORV operators 
were allowed to travel on the shoul- 
ders of some county roads. The 
Crawford County Road 
Commission and the townships at 
that time choose to close ORY traf- 
fic on some roads because of safety 
and environmental concerns. 

The road commission had the 
authority to close up to 30 percent 
of the total linear miles of roads in 
Crawford County to address safety 
issues and environmental concerns. 
But in 2010, the road commission 
board changed its course because it 
believed that the use of ORVs under 
the county ordinance is in the best 
economic interest of Crawford 
County. 

So far, only Lovells, Maple Forest 
and South Branch Townships have 
requested changes to open roads to 


ae; 


accommodate ORV travel and busi- 
nesses in the county. 

Maple Forest Township — is 
requesting that County Road 612 
from the west township line to 
Roberts Road be opened to ORV 
travel. In addition, the township is 
asking that Townline Road be 
opened. 

“We want to make it so ORV rid- 
ers have a connection between 
Frederic Township and Lovells 
Township and the trails and stuff 


that are located on the east side of 


the county,” said Maple Forest 
Township Supervisor Mark Kniss. 

Lovells Township Clerk Cynthia 
Infante said the township is just 
requesting one change - the opening 
of McMasters Bridge Road to North 
Down River Road, where the town- 
ship line is located. 

South Branch Township requested 
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opening McMasters Bridge Road 
from Sunrise Road to the Lovells 
Township line for ORV travel. 

‘It will make travel easier 
between the two townships,” Infante 
said; 

In addition, South Branch 
Township is requesting a small sec- 
tion of South Forester Road from 
Pioneer Road to Hall! Road be 
opened to ORVs. That section of 
roadway would allow riders to con- 
nect Hunter Lake Road and allow 
them to bypass the Mason Tract and 
Kirtland’s Warbler habitat in the 
Huron-Manistee National Forest. 

“It’s not a big change, but once 
we started looking at the maps, this 
should allow ORVs to get around 
while we are still protecting what

Grayling City Attorney 
Michael T. Edwards advised 
the council that a moratori- 
um could be put in place for 
a reasonable pertod of time, 
which he said is not more 
than six months. Any time 
period longer: than that 
could, be considered an 
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unconstitutional taking and 
could exclude the city from 
putting zoning regulations 
in place. 

The zoning would regu- 
late such facilities such as a 
dispensatory or locker facil- 
ity for primary caregivers 
or registered qualifying 
patients to transact business, 
Edwards said. 

Grayling City Council 
Member Heidi Farmer said 
she was pleased city offi- 
cials were able to get out in 
front of the issue, 

“T understand we can’t 
totally shut them out, but at 
least we can limit how they 
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operate and where they are 
located,” Farmer said. 

Michigan voters over- 
whelmingly approved the 
Michigan Medical 
Marijuana Act at the Nov. 4, 
2008 general election polls. 
The state referendum legal- 
ized the use of marijuana for 
qualifying patients with cer- 
tain discases or medical 
issues. 

The Grayling City 
Planning Commission is 
scheduled to discuss med- 
ical marijuana business zon- 
ing at its next meeting 
scheduled for 6 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Feb, 15.

“It was kind of a pep talk 
friend-to-friend. 1 told him

The trial had several stops 
and starts when James Hunt, 
Thayer’s defense attorney, 
made numerous requests for 
a mistrial or a directed ver- 
dict - a request for Chief 
46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Janet M. Allen to 
make a ruling to dismiss the 
charge from the bench. 
Each time, Allen denied the 
motions because she wanted 
the jury to decide the case. 

Grayling City Clerk 
Michele Miller testified that 
she found the e-mail when 
sorting through Thayer’s e- 
mails and was separating 
them into folders so city 
employees could. continue 
on with city business. She 
testified she was directed to 
sort through the e-mails by 
Grayling Treasurer Terry 
McGregor. She brought the 
e-mail to the attention of 
Grayling City Police Chief 
and then acting = City 
Manger Doug Baum and 
City Attorney Michael 
Edwards. 

LT. Right, a company that 
provides computer technical 
support and networking ser- 
vices based in Bath, dupli- 
cated Thayer’s e-mail pro- 
gram so Miller could sort 
the e-mails on her computer 
at city hall. 

A time sheet, recording 
six hours Thayer worked on 
Sept. 11, was introduced 
into evidence while Milter 
was on the stand. Thayer 
said he worked a half-day 
that day because he was 
traveling to an Upper 
Peninsula hunting camp he 
owns to complete projects 


he started over the Labor 


Day weekend. 

Screen shots, copies of 
Thayer’s e-mail program 
printed off a computer 
screen, were also intro- 
duced into evidence. 

Dan Eggelston, owner of 
].T. Right, said he was 
requested to create a back 
up of information contained 
on the computer Thayer 
used. The computer was 
removed from service in 
February 2010, re-purposed 
and put back into service at 
city hall in July. 

Hunt protested the intro- 
duction of evidence of 
information taken from the 
computer of the day to trial. 
He requested information 
from the computer and 
access to have a forensic 
computer analyst examine 
the computer numerous 
times through the Crawford 
County Prosecutor’s Office. 

Eggelston said a mirror 
image of the computer's 
hard drive would have pos- 
sibly allowed the opportuni- 
ty to conduct a deep data 
scan on the hard drive to 
find deleted or destroyed 
information. He was not 
requested to complete the 
task or told why the com- 
puter was asked to be exam- 
ined by his firm. 

Hunt classified the denial 
of access to the information 

s “hijacking” and “bush- 
whacking.” 

“They basically did away 
with the information before 
a charge was ever made,” 
Hunt argued, 

Allen ruled that since the 
charge was a misdemeanor 
case, lawyers were not 
obligated to go through the 
discovery process - a time 
set aside where the prosecu- 
tion and defense exchange 
information they plan to 
introduce during a trial. 

Thayer testified :that “he | 
gave 
Wellman, but did not recall 


information to 


sending the e-mail. Later, 
when being questioned by 
Sabin, he acknowledged 
that the document would 
have been sent: from his 
office computer from his 
city e-mail account. 

In closing arguments, 
Sabin said the prosecution 
met all the elements to 
prove a campaign violation 
act occurred because 
Thayer used a city comput- 
er, e-mail, city paid utilities 
and the offense was done at 
city hall, He added that 
Thayer simply violated an 
act the Michigan 
Legislature established to 
deter such an actions to 
influence a ballot issue or 
elect candidates. 

“He has violated the, puri- 
ty of the whole process,” 
Sabin said. 

Hunt argued that the ele- 
ments of the statute were 
not meant since Thayer was 
not a public body such as a 
county, city, village or gov- 
ernmental agency and was 
not acting on behalf or 
request of the city council. 
He also argued nothing was 
gained that someone else 
could not achieve since a 
computer is made available 
at the Grayling City Hall 
that any candidate could use 
to develop and decimate 
information similar to com- 
puters at a public library. 

Finally, Hunt argued that 
Thayer reviewed the infor- 
mation received = from 
Wellman, formatted into a 
document and sent it on his 
personal time when not con- 
ducting city business, 

“There is not Constitution 
in this stale or a 
Constitution anywhere in 
this country that says you 
cannot get involved in polit- 
ical campaigns,” Hunt said. 

Hunt asked the jury to
